WASHINGTON, Aug. 14—A 
site in Warreff county about 50 
miles west of St. Louis is being 
considered by the

Reliable tources said the pro- 
posed location, which has been 
extensively .surveyéd by the 
Navy’s Bureau of Aeronautics, 
Bureau of Yards and Docks and 
a private firm of consulting 
engineers, is near Warrenton. 


If the Warren county site is | 
approved, a jet testing strip for 


McDonnell Aircraft Corp. of St. 
Louis will be at the same place, 
instead of the Mexicb (Mo.) 
area, as previously planned, it 
was reliably reported. 

Construction of a second 
major airport, to relieve con- 
gestion at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field, was recommended in a 
report last Jan. 22 by the Fed- 
eral Airport Use Panel, a Gov- 
ernment co-ordinating group. 

The panel said the Naval Air 
Station and Missouri Air Na- 
tional Guard, which now use 
Lambert Field, should be trans- 
ferred to the- new airport. 

It also recommended that 
McDonnell’s jet testing activi- 
ties be removed from the muni- 
cipal airport “as soon as prac- 
tical” and relocated at the new 
airport if possible. . 

Word on Clicice May 8. 

Two Navy offiters, Capt. 
John R. Stewart and Comdr. 
George R. Crittenden, told the 
Post-Dispatch on May 8 that a 
“tentative” decision had been 
reached on a site for the new 
field.

It added 
that Stone had collaborated with 
Col. Adib Shishekly, former 
Syrian dictator, and Col. Ibra- 
him Husseini, Syria’s military 
attache in Rome. Shishekly was 
sentenced in absentia last Feb- 
ruary te life imprisonment on 
charges of leading a subversive 
group. 

Official sources said Husseini 
was being recalled from Rome. 


In Rome, Husseini denied any 
connection with any conspiracy 
and said he did not know Stone.

Officer Says Union 
Will Seek Changes in 
Civil Service Provi- 
sions, Ask Aldermen 


to Study Others. 


The suggestion that the city 
charter be amended to salvage 
worth-while provisions of the 
proposed new charter, defeated 
by St. Louis voters Aug. 6, 
was indorsed today by a union 
of city employes. 

Joseph L. Ames, secretary- 
treasurer of Local 410 of the 
State, County and Municipal 
Employes Union, said his group 
believes that many changes pro- 
posed in the deteated charter 
would be accepted by the voters 
“with enthusiasm” if submitted 
as separate charter amend- 
ments. 

He said Local 410 will recom- 
mend specific changes inh: the 
civil service provisions of the 
present charter and will ask the 
Board of Aldermen to submit 
them to the voters in the form 
of an amendment. The union 
also suggested that the alder- 
men make studies of charter 
provisions in six other fields 
for possible amendments. 

Higher Salaries Favored. 

“Increased salaries should be 
provided for elected city offi- 
cials, and a more realistic salary 
celing should be set for ap- 
pointed officials,” he said. 

Ames suggested the aldermen 
make careful studies of the 
need for creating an elective 
city auditor, and of dividing the 
unwieldy Department of Public 
Welfare into separate depart- 
ments, as proppsed in the -de- 
feated charter draft. 

Similar studies, 


determine the advisability of 
giving status to the Human Re- 
lations Council and assigning 
definite duties and powers to it. 

“An intensive examination 


should be made in the field of | 


license taxes, so that the city 
can be empowered to license 
such new types of business as 
parking lots, which have been 
developed since adoption of the 
charter of 1914,”" Ames declared. 
“Because of the financial con- 
dition of the city, such a study 
should perhaps receive the 
highest priority.” 
To Follow Earlier Proposals. 
Ames did not outline the spe- 
cific civil service amendments 


.the union will seek, but said 


they would follow closely the 
recomendations made by Local 


410 to the recent charter board | 


of freeholders. 

“As a union of public em- 
ployes,” he said, “we are, of 
course, vitally concerned with 
any proposed amendments to 
the civil service article of the 
charter. 

“We believe St. Louis has one 
of the really outstanding merit 
system in the United States, and 
we expect to oppose any at- 
tempts to change the basic 
structure of the system. We do 
feel, however, that some im- 
provements can be made in the 
civil service field.” 

The union will recommend; 
Ames reported, that the charter 
specify that membership of the 
Civil Service Commission in- 
clude a lawyer, a representative 
of organized labor, and a\person 
experienced in business man- 
agement. 

Other union proposak, he 
said, will call for establishment 
of a max®mum 40-hour week for 
city employes, premium pay for 
overtime work and grievance 
procedure._/ 


PRICE TO MILK PRODUCERS 
DOWN 46 CENTS IN A YEAR 


The price paid to milk pro- 
ducers supplying the St. Louis 
market in July was $3.94 per 
hundredweight, 31 cents higher 
than for June, Fred L. Shipley, 
market administrator,  an- 
nounced today.

of them by Oct. 31. 

The economy order, issued 


of drastic measures to hold the 
armed forces to.a 38 billion 
dollar spending budget for the 
year which began July 1. 

The Air Force has announced 
plans to drop 20,000 civilian 
employes by the end of Octo- 
ber at a saving of $7,000,000 to 
$8,000,000 a month. Army plans 
are yet to be announced. 

The Navy was unable to say 
immediately what its monthly 
saving would be. 

Reductions will run through- 
out the Navy’s shore establish- 
ment, the announcement said. 
Naval shipyards, ordnance 
planis, overtiaul and repair 
shops and supply depots will be 
chiefiy affected. 

The Navy said it had to re- 
duce civilian employment be- 
cause of the high cost of mod- 
ern weapons and a spending 
limit of $10,400,000,000 in fis- 
cal 1958. It said part of the 
reduction will be achieved by 
not replacing employes who 
leave. 

The Navy said the 18,000 cut 
includes persons affected by re- 
ductions in shore activities that 
it announced last month. 

Secretary of Defense Charles 
E. Wilson on Aug. 6 ordered the 
services to stop hiring civilians 
until they could work out plans 
~ 3 lowering their civilian pay- 
roll.

Their studies may throw light 
on current changes. The pack 
ice covering the Arctic ocean 
decreased in average thickness 
from 114 inches in 1893-1895 to 
86 inches in 1937-1940. The 
present trend is uncertain. 

Ice Age Mystery. 

The scientists may also re- 
solve a mystery that surrounds 
the distribution of ice during 
the most recent Ice Age. Al- 
though the great North Ameri- 
can ice sheet buried the sites 
of New York and Chicago, the 
non-mountainous areas of Alas- 
ka and Siberia seem to have 
been comparatively ice-free. 

Probably the most, widely ac- 
cepted explanation is that cloud 
movements brought heavy 
snowfall to the areas where ice 
sheets grew. Other regions, 
such as much of Siberia and 
Alaska, are thought to have 
been deserts, where little snow 
fell except on the mountains. 
“Some also suspect that sub- 
polar glaciers, such as this one, 
may actually grow when the 
climate is warming and wither 
when it cools. The reason, 
again, would be a shift of snow- 
bearing storm paths. From pre- 
liminary study of annual layers 
in snow pits, this glacier  ap- 

“pears to gain most of its snow 
in summer. : 

The scientists here, under Dr. 
Richard C. Hubley of the Uni- 
versity of Washington, are run- 
ning a basal metabolism test— 
as it were—on this glacier and 
correlating it with varying 
weather conditions and. seasons. 
Devices have been mounted on 
stakes in the snow to record 
continuously the amount of en- 
ergy trom the sun being ab- 
sorbed by the glacier. 

Solarimeter Device. 
One is a solarimeter, which |. 
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presents a black patch to the 
sky. Changes in temperature 
of the patch indicate changes 
of incoming shortwave radiation 
from the sun. These radiations 
embrace the high frequencies 
of infrared, through visible 
light, to ultraviolet. A similar 
device aimed downward records 
how much of this is reflected 
by the glacier. 

Likewise two radiometers, one 
aimed upward and one down- 
ward, determine incoming and 
outgoing radiation In both the 
shortwave and longwave cate- 
gories. The latter radiation is 
the warmth that one feels in 
sunshine. : 

This information, plus air 
temperatures at elevations of a 
few inches and a few feet above 
the snow, is all ded on a 
single moving roll of paper for 
correlation with weather vaya 
tions. In addition, a heat- 
transducer, buried in the snow, 
is used, periodically-to record on 
the paper the flow of heat into 
or out of the glacier. | 

Every week 10-foot pits are 
hacked out of the ice to measure 
temperature changes at various 
depths. On one recent .pit-dig- 
ging day, the visitors were 
drafted into serviee. It is hard 
work, especially in the rarefied 
air at 8200 feet. 

| Snow Measureme 

Stakes and dowels set in the 
fee are used to measure snow 
accumulations, the compaction 
of the snow into ice and move- 
ment of the glacier. This should 
show changes in its total volume 
of ice. 

Most of the work on mdve- 
ment, and on wasting of the gla- 
cier owing to melting, wind and 
Other causes, is being done at a 
temporary camp at the 6000- 
foot level. The main camp, in 
which the four men will spend 
the winter, is near the top of 
the glacier, at 8200 feet. 

The lowest temperature at the 
camp so far this summer has 
been 4 degrees.

“Automatic wash and wear,” 
the up-to-the-minute  conve- 
nience made possible by these 
fibers, also takes a bow in boys 
fall suits. These suits may be 
washed, then dried in modern) 
home tumble dryers that have 
a drying cycle at about 150 de- 
gees F., followed by a five- to 
10-minute tumbling cycle with- 
out heat. When they come out 
of the dryer, their pleats and 
creases are sharp and the wrin- 
kles removed. The suits are 
virtually pressed by the dryer 
and can be worn immediately. 

Since any innovation as revo- 
lutionary as this calls for as 
eareful “tooling up as for a 
new model automobile, not 
many of these suits will be 
available this fall. But because 
automatic wash and wear is 
such a “natural” for boys’ 
clothes—for it makes the home 
laundry a one-hour washing and 
pressing center—more and more 
clothes can be expected to be 
“automatic” as the boys’ wear 
industry gains experience. 

It’s hard to recall as hand- 
some a group of suits for boys 
as will be seen in conventional, 
dry cleanable suits this fall. 
The old stand-by herringbone 
pattern takes on new life in 
such handsome fall shades as a 
soft gray-green, used on a back- 
ground of harmonizing gray. 
The dignified stripe gains new 
interest used in graduated 
widths, in white, on a Cam- 
bridge gray background. 

Modérn fibers are blended 
with wool. Use of a percent- 
age of Orlon lends the suits 
better wrinkle resistance and 
press retention, as well as a 
pleasing softness.

TESTE MAGAZINE 
SOUGHT LEWD TALES

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 14 — 
Confidential magazine's policy 
encompassed. “stories on the 
sexual activities of celebrities 
in Hollywood”. with the idea 
that “the more lewd and las- 
civious the stories, the more 
colorful the magazine,” it was 
testified in superior court yes- 
terday. . : 

These words, or their sub- 
stance, were attributed to Con- 
fidential’s publisher, 
Harrison, by Ronnie Quillan. 

Confidential and a number of 
associated organizations and in- 
dividuals are on trial on charges 
of conspiracy to commit crimi- 
nal libel. Miss Quillan took the 
stand today as the prosecution’s 
third major witness. 

Miss Quillan testified that 
Confidential had paid her $1500 
in 1954 for two stories—one on 
an “incident” involving her and 
Desi Arnaz, the actor, and the 
other on Herb Jeffries, a singer. 

The Arnaz “incident” had oc-

curred at Palm Springs, Calif., 
10 years before, she said, but 
was made to look current in the 
magazine’s presentation in its 
January, 1955, issue. 


Arnaz at the time was sepa- 
rated from his wife, Lucille 
Ball, during divorce action 
which was never completed. 


Miss Quillan said Harrison 
had had extensive communica- 
tion with her about obtaining 
alleged scandal for the maga- 
zine, but the defense brought 
out that it was she who had 
first approached Harrison, after 
the magazine had run a story 
about her activities.

| tributor, the defense elicited

Frank J. Goldberg, a Holly- 
wood writer, said he had vol- 
unteered to give the magazine 
information on an escapade of 
Tufts, a neighbor, which sub- 
sequently was published as part 
of “An Open Letter to Sonny 
Tufts.” 

A Hollywood detective who 
worked briefly for the mag- 
azine testified he had told Har- 


rison the work “smelled,” but 
he admitted having done work 
for the publication after that. 

The detective, H, L. Witten- 
berg, testified Harrison had 
provided him with business 
cards giving the detective’s of- 
fice as a Confidential address 
along with the magazine's 
main office in New York. Con- 
fidential claims it has no legal 
existence in California and no 
branches in the state. Accord- 
ingly, it has had no represen- 
tation at the trial although its 
New York lawyer, Albert de 
Stefano, has been attending as 
an observer.

Reveals U.S. Has Workable | 
Intermediate Range Missile! 


of Jupiter 


‘Despite Official Secrecy, It Now Is 
Known Problems Have Been Met and 
Nation Soon Will Be Even or Ahead 
of Russia in This Field.

successful test of its Jupiter intermediate range ballistic 


T HE ARMY a week ago was reported to have fired a second 


missile (IRBM). 


All the problems of missile firing were 


successfully met, Agcuracy was better than expected and the 
nose-cone re-entry problem was successfully surmounted. The 
Army refuses to confirm or deny the information. 


The range was about 1200 
miles and the nose-cone was re- 
covered. It is reported that a 
small cylinder carrying a letter 
was ejected toward the end of 
the rocket flight and was recov- 
ered. 

The letter was addressed to 
Maj. Gen. John B..Medaris and 
sent by him to Army Chief of 
Staff Maxwell D. Taylor with 
his indorsement. This philate- 
list’s prize, the first letter de- 
livered by a long-range rocket 
and a forerunner of what may 
be a commonplace type of mail 
delivery, is rapidly being worn 
out as it is carried around and 
passed from hand to hand. 

Wilson’s Committee. 

Two important effects of the 
second successful Jupiter firing 
are already visible. Secretary 
of Defense Charles E. Wilson 
yesterday numed a committee 
of representatives from the De- 
partment of Defense, the Army 
and the Air Force to “work out 
a plan whereby a single land 
based intermédiate range bal- 
listic missile is evolved at the 
earliest practicable date from 
the Thor and Jupiter test pro- 
grams.” 

The committee consists of 
William H. Holaday, special as- 
sistant to the secretary of de- 
fense for guided missiles, Maj. 
Gen. Medaris, Army chief of 
ballistic missile development, 
and Maj. Gen. Benjamin A. 
Schriever, the Air Force head 
of ballistic missile development. 

It is not expected that the 
committee will choose either 
Jupiter or Thor complete. Both 
use the same rocket engine. The 
guidance and nose cone of Jupi- 
ter seems definitely to be supe- 
rior, while many believe that 
the configuration of the Thor 
airframe is better than that of 
Jupiter. 

A Workable IRBM. 

Under any circumstances the | 
United States is now able to 
state that it has a workable 
IRBM, the missile it has prom- 
ised to provide Great Britain. 
Many observers in Washington 
are unable-to understand why 
an accomplishment of this mag- 
nitude, and which shortly will 
put the United States even or 
ahead of the Soviet Union in 
this vital field of weaponry, 
should officially be kept secret. 

Secrecy of such an event is 
impossible to maintain, just as 
it could not be kept about the 
first successfal Jupiter firing, 
nor of the 3300-mile missile 
developed by the Redstone ar- 
senal team and successfully 
fired some time ago. 

One aspect of whatever de- 
cision will be made is the fight 
between Air Force contractors 


who have half a billion dollars 


in Thor contracts and the Army 
missile contractors headed by 
the Chrysler Corp. and Bell 
laboratories, Any decision will 
hurt one group or thq other. 
Developed at Redstone. 


Jupiter was developed at the 
Army's Redstone arsenal by the 
ballistic missile development 
team headed by Dr. Werner von 
Braun, the inventor of the Ger- 
man World War II V-2. The 
group at Redstone comprises a 
complete missile team with top 
flight experts in every field of 
missiles—rocket engines, guid- 
ance, airframes and nose cone. 


They work as a team and do 
not believe that missiles can 
be developed successfully by 
the process used by Air Force 
contractors, who subcontract 
for the development of various 
components and then put them 
together. They consider this a 
suitable method of production 
but not of development. 

The second important. aspect 
of the successfu] Jupiter devel- 
opment is the growing recogni- 
tion of the importance to the 
ey States of the Redstone 

am. 


There was some discussion of 
this on the Senate floor Monday. 
Obviously the Senators had 


been briefed on the Jupiter fir- | 


ing but since it was secret the 
remarks had to be. rather 
cryptic. 
Question by Symington. 
Senator Stuart Symington 
(Dem.), Missouri, said in an ex- 
change: “Does ‘not the Senator 


from Mississippi (John Stennis) A 


agree that if the Army has been 
doing so much fine work in the 
ground-to-ground missile field 
as we have been hearing about 
recently, in the IRBM field— 
then instead of-making an arbi- 
trary limitation ... that it 
would be better to continue the 
program —the IRBM program 
on the part of the Army?” 

There is strong sentiment in 
the Senate, not only to allow 
this team to continue to work 
on the IRBM but also on a me- 
dium range (MRBM) surface-to- 
surface missile, that it has al- 
ready developed, and to use its 
experience also in interconti- 
nental missile development. 

This is being prevented by 
Wilson’s decision of last No- 
vember that the Army is limited 
to development of missiles with 
a range of not more than 200 
miles. 

It is expected that the final 
decision on the IRBM will be 
made before Wilson leaves of- 
fice. He is not expected to 
change his directive that limits 
the use made of the Von Braun 
team. That will be one for his 
successor. 


AIR FORCE TAKES

Dusk-to-Midnight Patrol. 

Lantern fishing has become 
a top sport on many of the 
large impoundments. The an- 
glers usually fish from about 
twilight until around midnight. 
Most of them have had their 
fishing fun by then and there 
is still time to get a fair night's 
rest. If the fishing has been 
unproductive, the cool of the 
evening, the stars -_ the quiet 
is recompense enougn. 

Starting out about dusk, the 
anglers light . gas lantern and 
hang it over the side of the 
boat. Some use a pole, six or 
eight feet in length, to suspend 
the lantern and thus escape 
from the horde of insects that 
are attracted by the light. The 
hook is baited with a live min- 
now and the weight carries it 
to the bottom. A foot or so of 
the line is*then reeled in and 
all is ready for action. 

Usually, if a good location 
has been selected, the wait is of 
short duration. The hot, bright 
light attracts the insects and 
they hover around the glowing 
lantern until their wings are 
seared and they drop into the 
water. The struggling bugs pro- 
vide food for large schools of 
minnows that are attracted by 
both the light and the unex- 

feast. The minnows, in 

, lure crappie, white bass 

and other species of fish to the 
baited hooks. 

Crappie and white bass run 
in schools and when they ap- 
proach the boat and find a lively 
minnow dangling tantalizingly 
in front of them the fun gets 
under way. White bass often 
weigh as much as three pounds 
and crappie up to a pound are 
common on the large lakes. The 
Lake of the Ozarks, Norfork, 
Kentucky lake and Clearwater 
are the best known of the im- 
poundments for night angling.

“The suggestions are based on 
the philosophy that high school 
athletics are an integral part 
of a good secondary education 
program and should be used 
as a means of teaching boys 
and girls—spectators as well as 
participants — not only the 
knowledge and skills of the 
game, but attitudes and ideals 
that contribute toward a higher 
type of citizenship,” he said. 

Keller urged principals to 
clarify or formulate the philoso- 
phy and objectives of the 
school’s. athletic program and 
acquaint the faculty with them. 
He also “ y recommends” 
that school patrons be “edu- 
cated” om the two topics and 
that communities should be 
made aware that control of and 
responsibility for school ath- 
letics rests entirely with school 
authorities. 

“Communities should judge 
the success of the season by 
the number of participants and 
spectators, new skills acquired, 
and good citizenship and sports- 
manship taught, rather than by 
the number of games won and 
lost,” he’ said. 

Coaches, he said, should in- 
form players and students that 


interschool athletics are an than 


educational force of great mag- 
nitude, participating is a priv- 
ilege and not a right, and that 
athletic experiences should con- 
tribute to the knowledge, skills, 
and emotional patterns. 


Keller informed the coaches 
that each school will be rated 
by officials this year on prep- 
aration for the game, sports- 
manship of players and stu- 
dents, sportsmanship of fans, 
sportsmanship of eoaches and 
respect shown officials. Ratings 
will not be published, but will 
be made available to school 
principals upon request. Keller 
suggested that players should 
be encouraged to help the 
school achieve the highest ra- 
ting possible.

My appointment was 
with the President. I had time. The walk from Las Beatus 
de Belen had been good. The prison where the Communists 
had killed the prisoners looked like a Spanish type movie 
house. It was tall and it was made of tan stucco with gay 
trim. Near the embassy was the American Club with a 
small restaurant and four warped bowling alleys.

THERE WERE three kinds of people. The Indians 
came to the city barefooted and masked in copper faces, 
with eyes the color and size of diamondback rattlers. They 
were fascinated by shoestores, and they looked long and in 
silent amusement at footwear and prices. Then there were 
the mestizos, part Indian, part Spanish, and these made up 
the bulk of Guatemala. They owned the small businesses, 
the shops, and they were also the clerks. The Spaniards 
were aloof from the others. They ran the coffee fincas. 
They had the money. They ordered pink Cadillacs and, when 
a spring broke on the rocky lanes of the plantations, they 
put it in a shed and ordered a new one and then canni- 
balized the old one for parts. Their wives and children 
spent a part of each year in Madrid and in Rome.

AT 5:05 P.M. they were still standing, many in rags, in 
a long queue on the second floor. Castillo Armas sent out 
word for me to come in. At the door were two soldiers with 
carbines.

He got up from behind 
a desk, a little Charlie Chaplin of a man, and he came to 
me with his hand out. 

“You speak Spanish?” he said.
